On your recent visit tc ftnver I epGfca to you 
regarding a new motor ger -ritor eit for the Pe'inery at 
this lnntltutlon. Tou re posted me tc write yot, giving 
you all the Information I could concerning the same. 

Our present wotcr (snefator set li entirely to» 
email for the amount of wo rt rtqulred. We run It con¬ 
tinually wltt all the load It will carry, ant usually a 
much larger lead than It should carry. Almoiti every 
night It is necessary to shut It down for an h«ur to an 
hour and a half, beoauss of the eiceeelve load tat Is 
required. Testerday we had It shut down for thr* hours. 
This In not as It should be, and Is not an efficient way 
to conduot the Pefinery. If anything serious thoult 
happen to thle sotcr generator »et. It would bo nece%ary 
to oloae the Pefinery down until a new e-t wan Installed 
or present on-s eould be rej aired, Which night take ao*« 
time.

If an appropriation could be oeoured to 
purchase a new generator set. aa per tbe rteel'leatlons 
In my letter of April 9tb, the output of the Refinery In 
both gold and silver could be Increamd froir 20< to 50<, 
with practically the sure labor and other expense as is 
required at the preeent time. If this nev set see 
Installed, and #e met with an accident of any kind, the 
old set could carry the load trtll t v e proper repairs 
could be made. In this way w« eould have no shut downs 
of any kind and get you a much larger production for the 
saire expense. 

It eeeirs to me that it would be economy to make 
this purchaae and would also -reatly increase the efficiency 
of the Refinery. The leftist bid, which was wubirVtted by 
the Weatinghouwe people for a generator eet, a*, per tbe 
specificatinns sent you on Apirll 9th, was <5,726. 

The former Superintendent saw the necessity of 
something of this kind and submitted the same several 
times for the consideration of the Director, but was 
unable* to secure an appropriation fox that purpose.
